As of September 20, 1991, Audubon 
Adventures is reaching 29 classrooms in 
the Fox District of the Amold area, 4 
other classrooms with individual fund- 
ing, 6 classrooms in the Ritnenor School 
District, 3 classrooms in Briston Elemen- 
tary School in the Webster groves School 
District, 1 classroom for the Dolphin 
Defenders of Dignity House, and 8 clas- 
srooms at Mesnier and Gotsch Elementa- 
ry Schools in the Affton School District.

CONSERVATION CORNER

The displacement of people for a 
future parking lot is an emotional issue 
that eventually turns political. The re- 
cent reversal by the Missouri Botanical 
Gardens is a case in point. Their propos- 
al to expand the parking lot toward I-44 
promptly met with local and resultant 
aldermanic support. 

The case of the Forest Park Art Mu- 
seum parking lot expansion into the 
fringe of Kennedy Forest is another pro- 
posal. Here the displaced parties are 
members of the wildlife community. 
Will the result be the same? Remember-- 
warblers don't vote. 

Habitat elimination is the number 
one threat to non-human animals. This 
issue is amplified in an urban area where 
human and wildlife needs frequently 
collide. People often feel justified in 
engineering their natural environment 
simply because it is an achievable solu- 
tion. People on the one hand can adapt 
to new housing and changing neighbor- 
hoods. Certain species of birds and 
wildlife can not adapt. Our priorities of 
displacement should be reversed.

Citizens To Save Creve Coeur Park 


BACKGROUND 

The Missouri Highway and Trans- 
portation Department plans to build a ten 
lane highway through the middle of 
Creve Coeur Park and over Creve Coeur 
Lake. However, before construction can 
begin the project must receive the ap- 
proval of various government agencies. 
Some of the agencies have already ex- 
pressed strong reservations about build- 
ing the highway through the park. 


CURRENT STATUS 

¢ The Missouri Highway and Trans- 
portation Department has started to 
meet with government agencies in 
Washington, D.C. to obtain approval 
for the project. 

* Many of these agencies will decide 
whether or not to support the project 
within the next month. 

* Some of the agencies that previously 
expressed reservations about con- 
structing the highway through Creve 
Coeur Park could change their posi- 
tion and approve the project. 


It is urgent that our elected officials 
in Washington know that the construction 
of this ten lane highway through the park 
would create noise, air and water pollu- 
tion, the destruction of parkland and 
wildlife and the possible curtailment of 
many water activities.

POLLUTION

As a landscape architect who has 
planned 140 parks throughout the mid- 
west, I am at a loss to understand the’ 
logic of St. Louis County Executive 
George "Buzz" Westfall's statement that 
Creve Coeur Park will actually be better 
after 10 lanes of noisy, polluting traffic 
of the Page Avenue extension is built 
through the heart of the park. Consider 
the following factors: 

1. The Missouri Highway Department 
said the noise barrier walls on the 
bridge will be 4 feet high, which 
would do nothing to stop truck noise, 
most of which emanates from their 
exhaust pipes, which are 10 to 12 feet 
high. 

. Trucks are by far the largest producers 
of noise on the highway, and the noise 
would be maximized when they down- 
shift to make the hill to the bluff. 

. The noise and sight will be especially 
bad along the bluff, including the 
Greensfelder Memorial, one of the 
most beautiful spots in the park. 

4. You will see and hear the highway 
anywhere in the park, because after it 
crosses the lake on the bridge, it turns 
north and goes parallel to the park on 
a 10' to 15' berm, where there will be 
no sound barriers.
